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Ex-Scout leader in 
depraved paedophile 
ring jailed indefinitely 



Peter Malpas has been jailed indefinitely after admitting sex offences 


A FORMER Scout leader 
who sexually abused a 
young child as part of a 
depraved paedophile ring 
has been jailed indefinitely. 

Peter Malpas, aged 47, of 
Moulton, who is a former assistant 
county commissioner, was jailed 
last week at Reading Crown Court. 

He was sentenced to 11 and a 
half years’ imprisonment, but 
Judge Stephen John branded him 
a continuing danger to children,so 
handed him an indeterminate 
sentence for public protection, 
with a minimum term of five years 
and nine months. 

Malpas will only be released 
once he is no longer considered a 
danger to children, and could be on 
licence for the rest of his life. 

Judge John said: “It is difficult 
to imagine a more serious case of 
its kind, falling short of rape of a 
child under 13 years. 

“You present a very high risk to 
children. This was as close to rape 
as you could get.” 

Malpas was part of a sick 
paedophile ring who created and 
distributed thousands of indecent 
images of children and he was 
linked to members of a gang 
who held depraved sex parties 


involving animals at an isolated 
farmhouse in Wiltshire. 

He was jailed after admitting to 
police how he had travelled to the 
Windsor area where he abused a 
nine-year-old girl in the back of a 
car. 

The court heard how Malpas 
told police how he become involved 
in a paedophile ring after initially 
using gay chatrooms on the 
internet. 

He made prior arrangement 
with other members to meet the 
girl. He met the girl, named in 
court as Child A for legal reasons, 
in May 2011. 

He performed a sex act on her 
in the back of the car while also 
performing a sex act upon himself. 

When police raided his home 
last January, he told officers: 
“Something terrible has happened, 
I am evil.” 

He then made a full admission 
and added: “I can’t believe what I 
have done. I have ruined that poor 
girl’s life and I have ruined my 
family’s lives.” 

Malpas, who has HIV, posed 
online as a man called ‘Steve’ and 
was found with a memory stick 
containing hundreds of images of 
child abuse. 

Nigel Daly, mitigating, said: 


“He has effectively lived a lie 
throughout his life, firstly in 
relation to his homosexuality, then 
to his wife after he contracted 
HIV” 

Malpas admitted sex assault 
of a child by penetration, 
sexual touching, possessing and 
distributing indecent images of 
children between March 6, 2011, 
and January 18. 

Steve Reeves, head of 
safeguarding at The Scout 
Association, wrote to parents and 
carers of the group where Malpas 
was a leader. 


He said: “The police have 
informed us that there is no 
evidence of any young people 
involved in Scouting, or indeed 
from Northamptonshire, being 
victims of any offence. 

“There is no intelligence to 
suggest he committed any offence 
in his official capacity. 

“The safety and welfare of people 
taking part in Scouting activities 
is our primary concern and we 
are committed to taking robust 
action to ensure scouting remains 
a safe and enjoyable experience for 
all.” 


Police blitz 
on drivers 

A BLITZ by police targeting bad 
driving on Northampton’s roads saw 85 
motorists pulled over. 

Officers from the Operations Tactical 
Unit were joined by 15 Specials and 
tackled people committing ‘Fatal Four’ 
offences, talking on a mobile phone, 
not wearing a seatbelt, speeding and 
drink driving. 

The operation took place throughout 
Saturday in Towcester Road, when 
officers monitored traffic and pulled 
those drivers over who were seen 
breaking the law. 

A total of 85 vehicles were pulled 
into the check site. 

• 39 drivers were reported for not 
wearing their seatbelt. Three of these 
also had committed further offences 
and had issues with their driving 
licences. One was a provisional licence 
holder, one had a revoked licence and 
one had a licence for automatic vehicles 
only. 

• Ten passengers in vehicles were 
also found to not be wearing seatbelts. 
Three of these were children, one being 
a baby not strapped in their child seat. 

• 16 drivers were found to be using 
their mobile phone whilst driving. 
More than half of these were texting. 
A further driving licence offence was 
also found amongst these motorists as 
well as an uninsured vehicle. 

• Four drivers were reported for 
driving whilst not in proper control. 

• Five vehicles were impounded. One 
for no insurance and four because the 
motorist had driving licence issues. 
This prevented them from driving 
legally. 

• Two vehicles were found to have 
expired MOTs. The remaining motorists 
were pulled over for miscellaneous 
offences such as illegal tyres. 

Special Police Sergeant, Matthew 
Mumford from the Operations Tactical 
Unit, said: “Sadly 26 people have lost 
their lives on our roads so far this year, 
compared with only 19 in 2011. This is 
26 too many and we want to try and do 
all we can to prevent any further fatal 
collisions.

THANK you, Audi, for 
recognising the state of 
British roads with the new A3 
hatchback. It's going to bring 
a new level of comfort to lots 
of owners. 

This latest A3 takes over from a 
model which has kept Audi’s sales 
staff busy since it arrived in 2003, 
and introduced thousands of drivers 
to the idea of a ‘premium compact’ 
car, which cost a bit more, but was 
nicer to own. 

The newcomer takes Audi’s game 
forward but - carefully - without 
losing the appeal of the previous car. 

Indeed, unless you compare the 
two side by side, it’s hard to spot the 
difference. 

Different it is though; a completely 
new car from top to bottom, which 
had shed a lot of weight, gained a bit 
of extra space inside and in the boot, 
but still boasts obvious A3 genes. 

First sales are three-door versions. 
A five-door is due early in 2003 with 
extra space in the back. 

Prices at launch start at £19,205 
and stretch to £24,880 before you 
succumb to the usual list of tempting 
Audi options. 

As before, there are three flavours 
of A3: the SE, Sport and S line, with 


more buyers likely to choose the 
latter, dearer model than the others. 

And this is where the newcomer 
really shines, for Audi has ditched 
its rigid (a word chosen with care) 
suspension pecking order that 
meant the sportier-looking cars 
always got stiffer springs. 

Now you can have the visual 
delights of the S line (racy looking 
body bits and big wheels), but still 
have the softer suspension of the 
cheaper SE. Just do it! 

A 140-mile jaunt in a humble 
diesel SE model proved a revelation 
in Audi ride terms, with the car 
tackling some truly awful British 
road surfaces with the confident 
swagger of a car more familiar with 
the cart track contours of the UK 
than the polished perfection of an 
autobahn. 

A shorter drive in a Sport model 
revealed an unsettled ride and much 
more tyre roar on course surfaces; 
and remember the S line in standard 
form promises worse. 

Talk of perfection turns us neatly 
to the interior of the new car. 

Audi obsesses about the way 
the insides of its cars look and 
(crucially) feel, and the latest A3 
takes the game on a stage at this 
price point. 


Buy a Bentley at 10 times the price 
and, yes, you’ll sit on soft leather and 
gaze at planks of veneer lovingly 
shaved from the trunk of an exotic 
tree. 

But it won’t be put together with 
more skill, the switches won’t 
work with more precision and the 
instruments won’t be any clearer. 

The Bentley would be quieter, 
but only a bit. The new A3 has had 
extra attention on the hush front 
and makes a remarkably relaxed 
motorway cruiser. 

No Bentley would give you the 
53mpg returned on my press-on test 
drive. 

An awful lot of A3 buyers will 
choose the 2.0 diesel fitted to the test 
car and they won’t be disappointed 
with its punchy performance or 
economy potential. 

I discovered only two minor 
downsides to the interior, a gear 
lever set too far back for my arm’s 
stretch and an electronic parking 
brake release awkwardly close (but 
nobody uses the handbrake any 
more, do they?). 

Sometimes I step from a first drive 
and ask myself ‘why would I need 
anything else?’ 

Doesn’t happen very often, but it 
did after my day with the latest A3.
